The new Princess 2 


When the Princess was launched, some two and a half years 
ago, it was instantly and universally acclaimed as a potential 
world-beater. Not only by the motoring public, but by the 
hard-bitten and hypercritical motoring press, who put it 
through every conceivable test before pronouncing their en- 
thusiastic verdict. 


Since then, Princess sales have reached nearly 100,000 in 42 
different countries and 4 continents around the world. 


For good reasons. No other car—British or foreign—offers such 
an inspired combination of advanced styling, space, comfort, 
safety and all-round motoring economy, as the Princess. With 
its distinctive exterior, luxuriously appointed interior, smooth, 
quiet performance and precise responses, the Princess can 
truly be called a civilised car, designed and built for civilised 
motoring. — 


So why change it ? Why the Princess 2 ? Quite simply because 
the Princess is a product of our fast-moving technological age 
and no car, however popular or well-conceived, can afford to 
live on past or even present glories. New ideas, new techniques, 
new processes are announced almost daily and, whilst many of 
these have already been incorporated in the Princess as routine 
improvements, others entail fairly radical design changes. 


So, Some time ago, we embarked on a complete re-appraisal of 
the successful Princess, with the object of producing an even 
better, even more civilised motor car, whilst retaining its 
essential qualities. Every component and its manufacture was 
scrutinised and every opportunity for improvement was seized. 
Thinking was comprehensive, ranging from redesigned win- 
dow winders to a completely new four cylinder engine. 


Having built the new car, we tested it. Bench tests, endurance 
tests, high speed tests, in the heat of Southern Italy, in the cold 
of Northern Ontario, on German autobahns and along Kenyan 
cattle-tracks. 


For a very civilised car, the new Princess 2 has proved itself in 
some very uncivilised tests. 


The Civilised Car 
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Having made the

The original concept of Princess gave us a strong base. The Daily Express called it ‘the most 
exciting piece of British styling since the War’ but those subtly rakish lines are not just for 
the sake of appearances—they’re aerodynamically sensible, reducing both wind noise and 
petrol consuming drag. The interior, too, offers little opportunity for radical improvement; as 
thousands of owners will testify, it already offers relaxed comfort for all the family. The 
ergonomically designed drivers seat adjusts for height, reach and rake giving 240 positions 
to put absolutely everyone at their ease. The ride on independent Hydragas suspension, is 
unique, front wheel drive makes for impeccable road manners and the car’s uncanny serenity 
at cruising speeds takes the strain out of modern motoring. 


So where did we find room for improvement? We began by developing an entirely new four 
cylinder engine, pushing power, performance and economy into the 1980's whilst retaining 
the civilised smoothness which is such a hallmark of the Princess. We've introduced new 
standards of safety, too, by fitting the new Triplex 10/20 windscreen (pioneered by the Rover 
3500), which shrugs off flying stones and gives far greater protection in an accident. And, 
as you'll see later, we've incorporated dozens of detailed design improvements and have 
backed them with stringent new engineering checks and procedures at every stage of 
production.

However civilised the design of a motor car 
may be, it loses its appeal if it doesn't live up 
to its promise. Princess 2 promises a great 
deal so we've tested it in barbaric conditions 
throughout the world to ensure that it’s 
tough enough to take the pace of the High 
Street. 


In 4 years we covered over 1/4 million miles of 
development testing. To push Princess 2 to 
its limits we crossed 3 Continents seeking 
out the hottest, the coldest, the fastest and 
the toughest conditions to prove our newCar. 


Then we put the results into practice in 
Britain's congested cities, motorways and 
country roads. Only when our Engineers 
were convinced that the car could keep its 
promise in the ultimate test— in your hands— 
did they release Princess 2 for production.

The new Princess 2 4 cylinder engine was literally put on the rack by our development 
engineers and subjected to a lengthy series of 30 tests to prove the efficiency and reliability 
of every component. 


The greatest contrast to the smoothness of our civilised new engines is the harshness of the 
tests we used to prove them. 


Before the new O Series engine even got into a Princess it covered the equivalent of over 1.2 
million miles of arduous bench tests. Static bench tests may sound easy but that couldn’t be 
further from the truth. For hours the O Series was revved and over-revved. Operating in 
these extreme conditions we can develop components which are equal to the tests they will 
meet with the everyday motorist. Take for example our thermal shock test —designed to 
prove the gasket seal. First we run the engine up to maximum power until it's glowing under 
the strain and then we drain the water. Next we refill with chilly coolant giving an 80°C 
fluctuation over a period of three minutes. Then we repeat the process 100 times just to 
make things tough. And not until the engine has passed three of these 50 hour marathons is 
it deemed fit to go on to the next. 


Not only the engine itself is tested. Further individual tortures are imposed on the oil pressure 
valve, thermostat, distributor, oil filter, starter motor, air cleaner, valve springs and other 
components. 


After a million miles on the bench, our development team releases the engines for a further 
million miles test—on the road in a Princess 2.

Since its introduction Princess has been powered by the well proven 1800 B Series and the 
smooth compact 6 cylinder E Series engines. 


To complement the even greater civilisation brought to Princess 2, we have retained the 6 
cylinder power unit in slightly modified form but replaced the 4 cylinder B Series with a 
modern light-weight engine called the O Series. 


The new engine has a belt driven overhead camshaft for smooth and silent running, an eight 
port aluminium cylinder head for efficiency and improved combustion, setting standards 
of performance and economy for the energy conscious eighties. 


The O Series is available in two forms, a thrifty 1700 and smooth and flexible 2000. Thrift 
is not the 1700's only virtue however—since despite using 20% less fuel than the 1800 in 
gruelling conditions of the Government's Urban Cycle tests it still develops more power than 

the engine it replaces. 87 brake horse power and 29.7 mpg in stop start motoring is really 

something to boast about. 


Similarly, the 2000 will not only take you to almost 100 mph but is one of the most econ- 
omical 2 litre saloons in its class. In the Urban test it covers 27.2 miles to each gallon, whilst 
at a steady 56 mph this stretches to 37.7 mpg—both better than its smaller, less powerful 
predecessor. 


With our civilised new driving force you now have a choice of three overhead camshaft 
engines in Princess 2, the 1700 and 2000 4 cylinder O Series or the 2200 6 cylinder E 
Series.

Take a look at Princess’ design and you'll see how we care about details. Details that our 
competitors sometimes miss—like the factory fitted underbody protection, wax injected body 
members, corrosion proof wheel arch liners, recessed windscreen wipers or side window 
demisters. - | | , : sy 


Princess 2 has taken this concern still further, and the careful eye will détect dozens of small : in 
improvements which reflect the evolution and refinement of those small things in life that 
help to make the car even more comfortable, convenient or tough. 


Take the windscreen wipers for example; we've changed the design of the wiper blade to | 
eliminate lift and judder under extreme conditions, whilst you'll find the side windows roll : | 
up and down with just a little less effort. Or look at door seals—better fitting, the instruments 

clearer and more informative, the body sills coated in corrosion resistant paint. You'll even find 

the glovebox lid folds down to form a tray with a recess for cups. 


Small things mean a lot, and we have tightened many of our tolerances for Princess 2—be it be. 


wheels and tyres, body assembly or transmissions, Austin Morris now exacts some of the 
closest design standards in the country. 
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9-An Inquisition in Detail 


Our concern for detail didn’t just stop with the design team, we also encouraged our pro- 
duction and quality engineers to look for ways of perfecting the manufacturing process. 


As a result Princess 2 has to undergo a detailed inquisition from a battery of inspectors at 
each stage in its production—starting with the basic materials and components before they 
even reach our factories, through to the final assembly line. 


By the time the essential sub assemblies arrive to be built into Princess 2 they will have been 
checked and tested for dimensional accuracy, or quality of manufacture both as units and in 
their own constituent elements. Take an example—the facia assembly instruments are now 
built into a unit and tested as a whole before they ever get into a car, thereby reducing the 
chance of unforeseen failures at the end of the line. 


We've also extended our ‘quality buy-off’ points along the assembly track. These are check- 
points scattered along the line at which the work of the preceding section is scrutinised for 
defects. Should an inspector highlight a problem there is normally enough space to rectify it 
before the car moves on to the next section, or in the minority of cases where this is not 
possible the defect will be entered in the Quality record—a comprehensive document which 
must give the car a clean bill of health before it leaves the factory. 


From design to production, the civilised new Princess 2 is better than ever. 
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even if you drive it 24, 
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The average motorist covers around twelve thousand miles of motor- 
ing a year. We sent three of our new Princess 2 cars, a 1700, a 
2000 and a 2200 to the Nardo test circuit in Southern Italy, and 
drove each one 24,000 miles in a fortnight. We ran them at speeds 
of up to 90 mph averaging just over the UK legal maximum of 70 
mph. More motoring in two weeks than most people do in two years 
—and beyond the limits of normal demand—so why did we do it? 


Partly as a further test for Princess 2—non-stop driving over this 
distance in such a short time leaves no room for delays or deficiency. 
Partly because at the extremes we impose strains not encountered 
by the average motorist and so are able to find any potential weak- 
ness immediately. 


And partly because we believed that the quiet, smooth, comfort 
that we've built into Princess 2 made such a project perfectly 
possible for ordinary drivers. We were right—it did.

Aerodynamically, the new Princess 2 is extremely efficient, its 
recessed windscreen wipers and clean, uncluttered lines preventing 
wind roar at cruising speeds. Add to this a quiet unflurried engine 
and the smooth, jostle-free ride afforded by Hydragas suspension— 
now modified for even greater efficiency—and you have the basic 
essentials for a civilised motor car. 


Within this smooth, silent and spacious interior, we’ve designed 
decor fit for a civilised man. The seating is frankly luxurious, deep 
sprung yet firm in all the right places. The driver’s seat—passenger’s 
too in the HLS—adjusts to no less than 240 positions, tailoring the 
car to your body and even your driving mood. 


The quietness of our six and new four cylinder engines has already 
been mentioned; this quality is further enhanced by efficient insula- 
tion, keeping things peaceful inside even when you're driving the 
engine hard. : 


Around you are the tasteful trappings of civilised motoring; thick 
moulded carpeting throughout, stylish yet functional facias, 
recessed instrumentation, high quality door furniture, deeply con- 
toured panels with padded armrests—a luxurious living room for up 
to five people. 


To complete your relaxation, we've fitted a superb heating and 
ventilation system that's infinitely flexible yet refreshingly easy to 
understand. There's even a control to recirculate the air inside the 
car, a boon when you're stuck behind a badly maintained diesel 
truck in a traffic queue.

On your wave length. HLS models feature a standard push 
button radio included in the price, whilst all versions have 
twin door mounted speakers and a telescopic aerial to make 
for easy fitment of audio equipment. 

Up to the minute. All versions of Princess 2 now include a 
clock with a sweeping second-hand—little excuse for lateness 
now. 

Keep it to yourself. To help ensure you're the only person who 
benefits from Princess 2's 16 gallon fuel tank, we fit a 
locking filler cap to all models. 

Keep a Clear Head. You'll find our heater not only has a three 
speed fan but also a recirculatory position to cut out traffic 
fumes in town. What's more the side vents at the ends of the 
facia direct air at the side windows to widen your field of 
vision on chilly mornings. 

Face the facts. The new facias in Princess 2 not only look 
good, they’re easier to read. The instrument graphics have 
been improved for ease of reading, and we've incorporated 
warning lights for handbrake and choke. 

Nudge Nudge. The tough rubber bumper inserts on the HLS 
protect you from careless parking in town. 

Keep in trim. Princess HL models feature vinyl trimmed rear 
quarter panels to add that air of distinction.

By far the most important safety feature of the new Princess 2 is its 
sheer driveability. The car is nimble, sure-footed and instantly re- 
sponsive to your commands, its front wheel-drive design helping 
you to steer clear of danger, even in treacherous road or weather 
conditions. 


But this hasn’t prevented us from carrying out extensive impact 
research tests on the new Princess 2, nor from building in a host of 
extra safety features. 


Carefully designed crumple zones at the front and rear of the car 
dramatically lessen the effect of sudden impact on the car's occupants. 
The steering column is fully collapsible and, in the event of a severe 
frontal collision, the engine will slide under rather than through the 
engine compartment bulkhead. 


Improved Denovo wheels and tyres are an option on all Princess 2 
models. These fail-safe tyres prevent sudden loss of steering in the 
event of a puncture and allow you to drive home—or to the nearest 
service point—in perfect safety and control. 
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A Triplex 10/20 windscreen is a major new safety feature standard 
on every Princess 2. This remarkable safety advance consists of an 
outer layer of plain glass bonded to an inner layer of toughened 
glass. The plain glass withstands the effects of flying grit or stones 
without shattering into the familiar and dreaded crystal mosaic. But, 
should an unbelted passenger be thrown forward in the event of a 
serious head-on collision, the inner layer of toughened glass does 
shatter. Since toughened glass crystals are blunt edged, the risk of 
facial lacerations—high in conventional laminated windscreens—is 
dramatically reduced as shown by the dummies illustrated on the 
opposite page. A further safety feature is the plastic membrane in 
the sandwich, which flexes on head impact yet is sufficiently tough 
to prevent passengers from being thrown through the windscreen. 


1700 L 


For the family man who seeks civilised luxury, Outstanding value and 
a spacious interior this has to be the choice. Lively, responsive and 
beautifully smooth, the new O Series four cylinder engine makes for 
effortless cruising and economical town driving. 


This may be the least expensive version of the Princess 2 range, but 
we certainly haven't skimped on specification. Driver convenience 
takes a high priority with a seat adjustable to 240 positions, and a 
restyled facia incorporating a clock, cigar lighter, choke and hand- 
brake warning lights and a rheostat to adjust the intensity of instru- 
ment illumination at night. 


Nor will passengers find themselves forgotten. The relaxing Hydragas 
ride and ample legroom make for unstressed long distance cruising. 
They will also appreciate the attention to detail, which has furnished 
thoughtful little features ranging from a vanity mirror and a useful 
centre console to the door mounted radio speakers and generous 
armrests.

Priority is given to safety too. Handling with front wheel drive is safe 
and secure, but it’s nice to know your car is fitted with Triplex 10/20 
glass, the world’s most highly acclaimed windscreen. Reassuring to 
see a brake failure warning light should anything ever go wrong with 
the dual line servo assisted brakes, and a safety belt warning light 
that reminds you to take care of yourself. 


As for economy, take the official Urban Test Cycle figure of 29.7 mpg. 
Quite remarkable for such a spacious well equipped car and an 
improvement of over 4 mpg without loss of power when compared 
with the 1800 engine it replaces. Add to this the protection of 
Supercover and a range of inexpensive and readily available parts 
from over 2000 outlets and you just have to see what a sensible 
proposition a Princess 1700 represents. 


The 1700 HL shares the economy and safety features of the 1700 L 
and builds on ‘its luxury. 


Take a seat and what do you see? 


First the padded steering wheel bound in soft feel leather and the 
facia distinguished by an elegant wood-grain finish. Next the rich but 
durable fabric upholstered seats incorporating a rear centre arm- 
rest, then the long centre console which carries a second cigar 
lighter for rear seat passengers. 


From the outside the 1700 HL is identified by a striking full length 
coachline, a vinyl trimmed quarter post, and neat distinctive wheel 
trims. It is clear that this is a car for those who appreciate luxury and 
distinction.

If you choose the comforts of a 1700 HL you can avoid the costs 
normally associated with this standard of motoring. Not only does 
the 1700 engine offer exceptional urban economy but tops 38 mpg 
at a steady 56 mph. If you are a company car user the 1700 HL may 
offer significant tax savings since its 1700 engine lies just below the 
critical 180Occ threshold, and thus incurrs no more tax liability for 
its user than an ordinary 130Occ car.

The 2000 HL Princess 2 has all the luxury of the 1700 HL plus 
extra power and performance for the man who’ss going places fast. 


It can accelerate from O-60 mph in just over 14 seconds and reach 
nearly 100 mph where the law permits, but matches agility with 
flexible top gear performance. This makes for easy overtaking on 
busy main roads or for smooth and economical cruising around 
town. The 2000 HL achieves 27.2 mpg on the Government's Urban 
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cycle test, even better than the smaller B Series engine it replaces, 
and in a class of its own among its competitors. Few 2 litre five 
seaters can match its frugal consumption in town as well as its zest 
on the open road.

For some discriminating people, only a six cylinder car will do. So 
here is the 2200 HL Princess 2 with all the luxury and comfort HL 
features previously described, plus the turbine smooth E Series six 
cylinder overhead camshaft engine. 


The silence of this compact six is a perfect foil for the supple Hydra- 
gas suspension and Princess’ distinctive wind-cheating shape, making 
it a relaxing car to drive over long distances. Despite being capable 
of 105 mph the E Series six cylinder can return over 27 mpg at the 
motorway maximum,or 34 mpg at a steady 56 mph. 


The effortless limousine feel is reinforced by sensitive power assisted 
steering which is a standard feature of all six cylinder Princesses, 
whilst automatic transmission an option which is offered on all 
models, is available at extra cost. 


Although the six cylinder power pack has a successful history with 
Austin Morris we have taken the opportunity of introducing some 
detailed refinements for Princess 2. We've changed the carburation 
to give asmoother faster warm-up on cold mornings, whilst improved 
manufacturing tolerances and a change in operating angles combine 
to ensure that the driveshafts have a long and trouble-free life. 


Externally the 2200 HL shares the same distinctive decor as the 
1700 and 2000 HL, but announces its difference to the world with 
stylish trapezoidal halogen headlamps.

From the exterior you can tell the 2200 HLS by its full vinyl roof, and 
tinted glass as well as detailed features such as the practical rubber 
bumper inserts and unique wheel trims. 


Inside the car you experience the height of civilisation. Take the 
seats—richly trimmed in velour with padded head restraints and 
individual folding centre armrests in the front, whilst the unique 240- 
position drivers’ seat adjustment is also included on the front

Look at the facia—a deep burr walnut finish containing all the equip- 
ment you expect to find in a car of its class, including a push button 
radio. Even the headlining is trimmed in a soft sound absorbing 
fabric with cut-outs in the rear quarters for individual rear seat 
reading lamps. 


Naturally the performance and the power assisted handling will whisk 
away the miles and you can be equally confident of the impression 
you will make with your arrival.
